Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims.

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Komatsu 
(4810203). 

Komatsu (Figures 1-13) shows an electrical card connector having a base 10 
with a plurality of slots of different widths and heights sharing a common space and 
insert ports 1 1 formed at a front face of the base, a plural rows of terminals 30 with an 
elastic contact portion and a connection portion positioned in the base wherein one of. 
the slots formed by tray 12 is tilted inwardly and downwardly from the inlet port. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Prior art does not show a portion of the base with a first concave surface and a 
second concave surface wherein the first concave surface is more concave than the 
other.
